-~- Greater Soviet involvement, such as flying defensive fighter 
patrols to protect Damascus and Cairo. 


-- Provision of more advanced Soviet equipment, such as SCUD missiles 
and TU-22 bombers to the combatants. 


~- A decrease in Arab oil production, causing serious shortages 
in Europe, Javan and the United States. 


-- Attempt to close Bab al-Mandab at the southern entrance of the 
Red Sea to oil tankers from Iran to Israel. 


~- Moroccan closure of our communications facilities, thereby degrading 
the effectiveness of the Sixth Fleet. 


-- Virtual isolation of the United States as the sole supporter of 
Israel, thereby complicating diplomatic and military resupply efforts. 


-- Jordanian involvement in the hostilities will become inevitable. 


U.S. Alternatives 


1. Continue efforts to build consensus for ceasefire and negotiated 

peace settlement. Unless the situation on the ground or the costs of the 
war for both sides change dramatically in the next few days, this alternative 
seems unlikely to succeed. The Egyptians will resist any proposal requiring 
them to withdraw from territory they have reoccupied. The Israelis will 

2 not willingly stop fighting until they have at least tried an all-out counter- 
offensive on the Egyptian forces in Sinai. While this approach may eventually 
succeed, it is bound to take considerable time during which U.S. interests 
in the Middle East are likely to suffer and Soviet influence to grow. 


2. Try for a ceasefire in place and agreement on the first stage of an 
overall settlement. This effort would try to end the fighting as soon as 


possible by offering something to both sides. The key issues would involve 

the Egyptian-Israeli front. If fighting were to stop, Egypt would be in 
control of an area comparable to that they could have expected to regain 

in the first stage of any peace settlement. They have now acquired this 

by force, but no one contests that is is Egyptian territory. The problem 

is to get the Israelis to accept this outcome of the fighting and to link 

it to a more general settlement. This would require strong efforts to 

persuade the Egyptians and Syrians to accept face-to-face negotiations on a 
phased settlement, complete with arrangements for demilitiration and separation 
of forces in key areas. Egypt would have to accept the principle that Israeli

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withdrawal will not be automatic, but rather will take place over timc, 
as Egypt takes actions consistent with a full peace agreement. On the 
Syrian front, no progress would be expected until the Egyptians had begun 
negotiating. In short, this formula would favor the Egyptians at the 
outset by letting them keep recaptured territory, but would set the stage 
for subsequent peace negotiations on terms acceptable to the Israelis. 
Considerable European, and perhaps even some moderate Arab, support might 
be generated for such an alternative. 


3. Take no action for a ceasefire or a peace settlement_a t_present. 
U.S. efforts would shift from trying to end the fighting immediately to 
providing Israel with sufficient economic and military support to insure 
that a war of attritian will not succeed. The objective, as in 1970, would 
be to demonstrate that force cannot settle the conflict, that Soviet 
help to their clients will be met by our efforts to neip Israel, whatever 
the costs to our interests in the Arab world. In the short term the chances 
for peace would be dim and US~Arab relations would be seriously weakened, 
but in time one could hope to work again for a negotiated peace once the 
balance of power in the area had been restored. One would have to anticipate 
and accept radical changes in the Middle East if we were to adopt this 
strategy, but vital U.S. interests would probably not suffer excessively. 
Tt would however, be several years before we could expect to rebuild the 
regional network of relations we have been fostering in the Middle East

Military Situation 


After a quiet night, fighting again resumed on both - 
fronts October 12. At dawn the Israclis reopened their 
offensive against the Syrians, with heavy air activity 
reported and both sides claiming enemy aircraft losses, 
On the Suez front, an artillery battle was underway, sug~ 
gesting a continuation of yesterday's static pattern. 


The October Il fighting closed on the Golan sector with 
Israelis highly pleased with the outcome. ‘he main Syrian 
defensive line had been breached with an Israeli salient 
some 12 kilometers deep. The Syrian commander was faced 
with a choice of attempting to reinforce the Line or draw- 
ing his forces back toward Damascus into new defensive ‘ 
positions. An Israeli military commentator Last night 
suggested that the Israeli target would not be Damascus 
but Katana, an inportant military center 12 miles south, 


Soviet resupply operations continued yesterday and, 
according to requests for overflight clearances, are ex~ 
pected to continue today, to both Syria and Egypt. Israel 
claimed that several flights of the large Soviet AN~-22 
were made into Kaypt yesterday. The Israelis complain 
that the resupply into Syria has had a noticeable effect 
in restoring some of Syria's SAM capability. 


According to the Israelis, 8 Kelt missiles were fired ; 
from 4 Egyptian TU-16's at targets in Sinai, little damage 
being caused. In what must have been a feat of marksmanship, 
two of these missiles were shot down by Israeli anti~aixr- 
eraft gunners. 


Israel publicly announced that some 35-40 Katyusha rockets 
were fired last night into Israeli civilian settlements by 
terrorists from the Lebanese border. Only one person was 
slightly wounded.

The Syrians are pressing the Jordanians to send troops 
to Syria. King Hussain has promised to move an armored 
brigade to cover a segment of the Syrian line in the south, 
but believes he can stall the actual despatch of the unit ; 

= until the evening of October 13, The Iraqi Foreign Minister : 
arrived yesterday in Amman with a plea to support the Syrians, 
adding further to the pressure of the King. The Iraqi 
gave a gloomy account of the fighting in Syria, saying the 
Syrian front was in danger of collapsing, and expressing 
criticism of the Egyptians for not doing more to relieve 
pressure on Syria.
